Britain hoped to export in 1948 10,- 
000,000 tons more coal than jn 1947 
either directly to foreign countries 
or in the form of bunkers for ships, 
the Minister of Fuel and Power, Mr 
Hugh Galtskell, announced here to~- 
night. . : 

The 1048 coal production target 
would be 14,000,000 tons more than 
the 200,000,000-tons figure fixed for

It Is merely the spontancous ut- 
terances of agreement or disapproval 
by the public asa whole and nee 
quires ono special, orpanisation, 
guidance, or propaganda tn onder ‘to 
determine at any time, with unfall- 
ing certainty that which Is right and 
that which is wrong. : 
Perhaps.the best way. to explain 
the power factor of this public 
opinion is to give a few examples, 
Recently n German _prisoner-of- 
war fell in love with a Britlsh girl;

In nnother report on the Foreign 
Ministers’ Councll, » Moscow Raclo 
commentator sald.that a “whole en- 
cyclopnedins . of lics"* was being 
published by the “Wall Street press” 
in reports of the procecdings. 

The commentator accused — certain 
American newspapers of saying that 
the Sovict proposals to the Council 
were’ “nothing: but propaganda.” 

He stated thot Wall Strect was 
trying to keep the American people 
in the dark about the Soviet position 
and “thereby f{nellitate the action 
of the American expansionists striv- 
Ing to convert Western Germany in- 
to n military stronghold of Amcrican 
imperialism,” 


Sees Do Gaullo 

Mr Dulles lost ntght had an toter- 
view in Paris, with General Charles 
de Gaulle, leader of the Rally of the 
French People, 

Mr Dulles left Paris. for London. 
eamly today. He described his 
interview with General de Gaulle 
nas “an informal courtesy call,” but 
beyond that would say nothing on 
the nature of the talk. 4 

The absence of official informa- 
tion provolced speculation in the 
Paris press. The left wing: inde- 
pendent paper, Franc-Tireur, wrote: 
“No doubt, Mr Dulles drank some 
cocktails with General de Gaulle in 
a hotel In the, Champs Elysees, but 
what does: that prove apart from 
the fact that he was thirsty?” 

Frane-Tireur asked: “Can ‘any- 
one give to Mr Dulles’ visit—except 
in bad faith—a political ‘character, 
when he is, to all appearances, only 
an honest traveller who follows no 
other plan than to visit the capital?” 

French Situation 

The moderate Le’ Matin sald; “In 
well-informed circles it fs under- 
stood that the President of the 
French Republic, M. Vincent Auriol, 
has assured Mr Dulles on the 
future of, the French — interlor 
situation.” : 

L’Humanlte, the offickal organ of 
the French Communist Party, con- 
demned the visit of Mr Dulles, whom 
jt referred to, ay “the son of the 
German-American trusts.” 

“Mr' Dulles agrees to hand bacle 
the Ruhr to the magnates who 
financed the ‘Wehrmacht, Hitler and 
Papen,” it said. “Mr Dulles ‘and his 
brother are counsellors of | the 
businessmen -in America who arc 
linked with the great German 
chemical trust, tho 1.G. Farben.”— 
Reuter.
